BUDAPEST EXPECTS TO BE ABLE TO MANAGE ITS FORECAST 
CONSULAR WORKLOAD OVER THE NEXT TWO-THREE YEARS WITH NO 
INCREASE IN PRESENT PERMANENT STAFF, BUT WITH SUPPLEMENTAL 
PIT AND TEMPORARY HELP AT ABOUT PRESENT LEVELS. 

CAVEAT: CONSULAR OFFICER HUNGARIAN LANGUAGE CAPABILITY 
(SEE BELOW). 

THE MOST NOTABLE CHANGE IN THIS PACKAGE FROM PREVIOUS 
ONES IS WIDE VARIATION BETWEEN AMERICAN PERMANENT 
(CONSULAR OFFICER) MANHOURS REPORTED FOR ACTUAL 
FY-75 IN THE AREAS OF IV, SCS/FBU, AND PPT/CIT, AND 
THOSE FORECAST FOR FY-76 AND BEYOND. EMBASSY'S CON- 
SIDERED CONCLUSION, BASED ON CONSULAR SECTION CHI 
TS

UNCLASSIFIED 
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CAREFUL OBSERVATIONS SINCE HIS ARRIVAL LAST SUMMER, IS 
THAT FY-75 AND PREVIOUS PERMANENT AMERICAN MANHOUR 
STATISTICS AND ACCOUNTINGS WERE OVERSTATED IN SCS AND 
UNDERSTATED IN IV AND PPT/CIT. THE PRESENT EMPIRICALLY- 
OBSERVED PERCENTAGE DIVISION IS 

APPROXIMATELY: IV - 17 PERCENT, NIV - 45 PERCENT, SCS - 24 
PERCENT, PPT/CIT 14 PERCENT. THIS APPROXIMATE PERCENTAGE 
DIVISION IS RE-FLECTED IN THE ESTIMATES FOR FY-76 AND LATER. 
ESTIMATED FY-76 PERMANENT AMERICAN (OFFICER) MAN- 
HOURS TOTAL 2687, DOWN FROM FY-75 S REPORTED ACTUAL 
TOTAL OF 2990. THIS REDUCTION 
TAKES INTO ACCOUNT ANTIC- 
IPATED LEAVES AND NON-CONSULAR TIME SPENT IN STAFF 
MEETINGS, LANGUGAGE TRAINING, AND OTHERFUNCTIONS. THE 
REDUCTION ALSO REFLECTS THAT FACT AHT OTHER DUTIES 
(PUBLICATIONS PROCUREMENT) PERMIT THE JUIOR OF THE 
POST'S TWO CONSULAR OFFICERS TO SPEND ONLY ABOUT 65 PERCENT 
OF HIS TIME IN CONSULAR FUNCTIONS.

AN INTERPRETER IS NOW REQUIRED IN VIRTUALLY ALL 
IV CASES AND 15 PERCENT NIV CASES (VICE 2 PERCENT OF ALL CASES 
PREVIOUSLY) SINCE THE CONSULAR SECTION CHIEF DOES NOT 
SPEAK HUNGARIAN. SUBTRACTING AN FSLE FROM OTHER DUTIES 
IN ORDER TO INTERPRET VERY FREQUENTLY PLACES AN EXTREME 
BURDEN ON REMAINING EMPLOYEES, ESPECIALLY IF ONE OR TWO 
OTHER PERSONS ARE OUT ON LEAVE OR SICK AND THE IN 
PERSON PUBLIC IS HEAVY. THEREFORE, AS A PRACTICAL 
MATTER THE JUNIOR HUNGARIAN-SPEAKING CONOFF MUST MOST 
OF THE TIME DEAL SIGNLEHANDEDLY WITH THE ENTIRE 
HUNGARIAN IN-PERSON NIV PUBLIC. THIS VERY HEAVY 
BURDEN TAXES THE OFFICER, DEPRIVES HIM OF THE OPPORTUNITY 
TO IMPROVE PROFICIENCY IN OTHER CONSULAR AREAS, 

AND FOR A LESS-DISCIPLINED INDIVIDUAL THAN THE INCUMBENT 
COULD MEAN A MORALE PROBLEM. 

BUDAPEST'S OPTIMISM ABOUT BEING ABLE TO HANDLE 
ANTICIPATED WORKOAD WITH PRESENT RESOURCES ASSUMES 
THAT ALL RPT ALL FUTURE ASSIGNED HERE WILL 
RECEIVE PRIOR HUNGARIAN LANGUAGE TRAINING. BACKUP 
CAPABILITY IN GERMAN IS NOT RPT NOT A WORKABLE SUBSTI- 
TUTEBGN NEITHER WITH THE CSSA PUBLIC NOR FOR CONSULAR 
DEALINGS WITH USEFUL WORKING-LEVEL CONTACTS. 

ACTUAL FY-76 NIV WORKLOAD WAS DOWN 10 PERCENT FROM THE 
ESTIMATE IN LAST YEAR'S PACKAGE. WE ATTRIBUTE THE 
DECLINE TO ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES IN THE U.S. WHICH 
PREVENTED WOULD-BE SPONSORS FROM FINANCING RELATIVES' 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TRIPS THERE. SUCH FINANCING IS NECESSARY SINCE 
HUNGARIANS DO NOT HAVE ACCESS TO SUFFICIENT FOREIGN 
EXCHANGE TO PAY FOR TRAVEL BEYOND NEARBY COUNTRIES IN 
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WESTERN EUROPE. WITH THE U.S. ECONOMY NOW IMPROVING, 

AND WITH ANTICIPATED CONTINUANCE OF HUNGARY'S FAIRLY 
LIBERAL POLICY ON GRANTING VISIT EXIT PERMISSIONS, WE 
EXPECT A REBOUND IN NIV WORKLOAD. 

THE DEPARTMENT WILL NOTE THAT THE FY-75 AND FY-76 
TOTAL NIV MANHOURS VERSUS NIV CASE WORKLOAD FIGUES 
WORK OUT TO CA. 50 MAN-MINUTES PER WORKLOAD ITEM. THIS 
CONTRASTS WITH, TYPICALLY, A CA. 9-MINUTE FIGURE INA 
BUSY HIGH-VOLUME-LOW-FRAUD WESTERN EUROPEAN POST. THE 
BUDAPEST MAN-MINUTE FIGURE ACCURATELY DRAMATIZES THE 
BURDENSOME PAPERWORK COMPLEXITY OF VISA WORK IN EASTERN 
EUROPE. THE MANDATORY PROCEDURES APPLICABLE TO SUCH 
CASES AS SPLEX, BUSVIS, (28) WAIVERS, AND THE VISA 
TELEGRAM ANIMAL MENAGERIE ARE TIME-CONSUMING IN THE 
EXTREME. THE DEPARTMENT MUST, THEREFORE, BE DULY 
CAUTIOUS ABOUT CONTRASTING BUDAPST'S NIV PRODUCTIVITY 
AGAINST THAT OF POSTS WHERE SUCH PROCEDURES ARE 
APPLICABLE ONLY IN A SMALL MINORITY OF CASES. 

IMMIGRANT VISA WORK IN BUDAPEST ALSO HAS ITS 
TIME-CONSUMING PECULIJDITIES: (A) 243(G) WAIVERS MUST 
BE SPECIFICALLY REQUESTED IN A MAJORITY OF CASES SINCE 
INS FREQUENTLY OVERLOOKS ADDING A WAIVER EDNORSEMENT 
AT THE TIME OF PETITION APPROVAL. EVEN WHEN BUDAPEST 
APPROVES A PETITION, 243(G) WAIVERS MUST BE REQUESTED 
SEPARATELY FROM INS VIENNA. (B ) HUNGARIAN PROSPECTIVE 
EMIGRANTS MUST OBTAIN A VISA GUARANTEE LETTER (PRE- 
VISA) FROM THE EMBASSY BEFORE THEY CAN APPLY TO LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES FOR EMIGRATION PASSPORTS. THIS MEANS 
DOUBLE PROCESSING OF APPLICANTS: INTERVIEWS, AO'S, 

ETC. PRIOR TO ISSUING THE PRE-VISA, AND FORMA 

VISA PROCESSING AFTER EMIGRATION PERMISSION IS OBTAINED. 

(C) THE EMBASSY'S CAREFUL PREPARATION OF "DIVIDED 
FAMILY” CASES FOR REPRSENTATIONS TO THE HUNGARIAN 
GOVERNMENT FOR EXIT PERMISSION ALSO OCCUPIES VERY MANY 
IV MANHOURS. A SIMPLE RPT SIMPLE SUCH CASE WILL INVOLVE 
AT LEAST 15 OFFICER AND 10 FSLE MANHOURS IN 
THE DIVIDED FAMILY ASPECT ALONE, PLUS THE NORMAL 
VISA PROCESSING ITSELF. THE DIVIDED FAMILY ASPECT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EMBRACES SPECIAL INTERVIEWS AND CORRESPONDENCE WITH 
APPLICANTS AND SPONSORS, REPRESENTATIONS 
BY CONSULAR SECTION CHIEF AT MFA, REPORTS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT AND INTERESTED CONGRESSMEN, AND NECESSARY 
FOLLOWUPS. 

IN THE PPT/CIT FIELD, APPLICATIONS FOR FORMAL 
REGISTRATIONS BY U.S. CITIZENS TAKING UP INDEFINITE 
OR PERMANENT RESIDENCE IN HUNGARY INVOLVE MANHOURS OUT 
OF PROPORTION TO THEIR NUMBER. MOST SUCH PERSONS ARE 
ELDERLY RETIREES SETTLING HERE WHO, DESPITE THEIR USC, 
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ARE MUCH MORE AT HOME IN HUNGARIAN THAN IN ENGLISH. 

HENCE FSLES MUST TRANSLWKE AND PREPARE APPLICATIONS THEM- 
SELVES ON THE BASIS OF APPLICANT INTERVIEW AND DOCUMENT 
REVIEW. THIS IS ESPECIALLY SO IN FIRST-TIME PASSPORT 
APPLICATION CASES - SOME TEN PER YEAR - OF PERSONS 
WHOSE POSSIBLE CLAIMS TO USC ARE DISCOVERED WHEN THEY 
APPLY FOR NIVS. EVEN WHEN SUCH PERSONS ARE NOT INTER- 
ESTED IN CLARIFYING THEIR USC, NECESSARY INTERVIEWS, 
TRANSLATIONS, AND REPORTS TO PPT REQUIRE A MINIMUM OF 
3-4 MANHOURS PER CASE. FULL LON QUESTIONNAIRE 
PREPARATION AND OTHER DETAILS WHEN APPLICANTS DESIRE 
TO PURSUE THEIR CLAIMS AT LEAST DOUBLE THE MANHOUR 
FIGURE. ALSO SALIENT IN PPPT/CIT MANHOURS IS MUCH 
NOTE CORRESPONDENCE WITH MFA IN CASES WT RE AUTHORITIES 
HAVE WITHDRAWN PASSPORTS OF DUAL U.S. - 
HUNGARIAN NATIONALS WHO TAKE UP PERMANENT RESIDENCE 
HERE AND WHOSE U.S. PASSPORTS THE EMBASSY ENDEAVORS 
TO RECOVER.

COMMISSION. WE EXPECT A SPURT IN SUCH CASES AS THE
